utmost to relieve and succour their distressed coreligionists. On the whole. th: 
inhabitants of Cape Town have not come forward well in assisting the re! \izee* 
from the North. who have ha! to depend mainly on the donations of the rich 
people from Johannesburg, and on the munificent subscriptions of the British 
public to the. Lord Mayor's Fund. Happily, the Cape Town Jews form an 
exception, It is at the same time, gratifying to note that there are ver) few 
dews in need of rehef, and most of those who belong to the “salbmerge:! tent 
are. | fear, hopelessly lost beyond recall, 

Some letters have come through from Johannesburg, the place is leserted, 
but the few litlanders who are left there are still safe. Dr. Hertz since 'eft— 
now at Lourenco-Marques the Rev. S. Mann. and the Rev. D. Wasserzug. are 
still there, although they have no congregations to preach to. A great deal of 
looting goes on, but the town 1s fairly well policed by the Uitlanders, so tha! the 
inhabitants are at least protected from personal assaults. Of course, 
difficult to foresee what may happen later, when the defeated Boers, with ai! the 
vindictiveness which is their national characteristic aroused, fall back on the 
interior towns of the Transvaal. They look on Johannesburg as the source of 
all their evils, and if they have the opportunity may leave some tangible marXs 
of their regard, It is. however quite possible that the opportunity will never 
come. 

Despite the unfortunate circumstances of the time,a great many of ‘he 
Jews, gifted with mercurial temperaments, manage to enjoy themselves, ¥ 
waiting for the day when they shall be free to return to Johannesburg aod 
resume their old avocations. ‘I'he Uitlander Jews have an enforced holiday, ao! 
make the best of it. It is pleasing to find that a good many visit the Soul! 
African Public Library, which boasts of the largest and most valuable «oll: 
of books in the Southern Hemisphere. Others spend their days at Muizen!«" 
the Brighton (save the mark ') of South Africa. Then, many Jews—as is their

Jewish Lads Brigade. He was present at the battle of Flandslaagte as a member 
of the Red Cross Society. He attended to Boer and Briton alike, binding their 
wounds amid a withering fire of bullets. His hat was riddled with bullets, the 
amall red cross bound upon his arm being imperceptible at the long range of 
cannon and rifle Hk seems to have borne a charmed life for, in helping to 
take the wounded down to Ladysmith, two horses were shot under him and a 
hullet passed through hisstirrup. From Ladysmith he attended the wounded to 
Durban and travelled here in the * sick and wounded’ SS. Patiala. At the battle 
of Flandslaagt« the Boers were very considerably inthe minority, but occupied an 


almost impregnall« position between three d hills. The battle began on 
the Saturday morning at firine ceased about in the «venting Mr. 
Davids was often between two fires ili that Sunday 
and the following Monday he was helping in the search for. the killed and 
wounded. He was practically without food for two days, He received. th 
sincere thanks of the General in command and there is reason to believe that 
he will be presented with a medal.

‘They had honoured the 
army, the clergy, education, law and medicine, and commerce—no, not com 
merce. that was perhaps reserved for a future occasion. He hoped, however 
that they would make uy for past neglect by the cordiality of their welcome that 
evening. They had the privilege of welcoming. besides graduates of ‘the sister 
Universities, nine undergraduates from “xferd and six from Cambridge. It 
was a subject for eratitude that the Universities now extended to all denomina- 
tions the facilities which were so long confined to a few. Having regard to the 
number of University men present that evening, it was surprising that only 
twenty-eight years had passed since the Test Acts were finally abolished. It was 
not the habit of the Maccabeans to blow their own trumpets, but an outsider—

Sacrilege at the Spanish and Portuguese 


Synagogue in Manchester. 
FROM 

The synagogue in Manchester belonging tothe members of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Hebrew Congregation was forcibly entered by thieves during the 
early hours of Sunday morning last. Phe discovery of the outrave was made 
by the Beadle. Mr. Mendes, on his arrival at the sacred edifice for the purpos 
of opening the building for mourning service ‘he thief or thieves broke upen 
the robing room, and abstracted thence many valuable sulk Talietm., including 
two belonging to the minister, the Kev. J. H. Valentin [hey also forced the 
lock of the Ark and took a silver breastplate belonging to the Serolls of the 
Law. They appear to have lifted the sate from its pedestal in the Vestry Room 
and removed it, for greater convenience, to the body of the synagogue, where 
they endeavoured to get at its contents Fortunateiy, however, the safe which 
contained many valuable es, neludiny gold and silver Kiddush

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WHY JEWS WILL NOT BE CONVERTED 
And their Objections to the Methods of 
the Conversionists.

Gentlemen, it might. at first sight. appear that | had undertaken to-day a 
very delicate and difficalt task in coming here to tell you why Jews will not be 
converted to Christianity, and the objections we have to the methods of the 
zealous people who expend so much time, thought, and means upon the con- 
version of the Jews. I hope I may say that my task is neither difficult nor 
delicate. It surely cannot be difficult for a Jew or any other religionist to 
—— to a bedy of cultured men the trend of his religious thought, nor should 
it be a task of superlative delicacy for one teacher of religion ty explain to 
other teachers of another form of religion, who are Giod-fearing men and also 
gentlemen, that, while understanding and reapecting their point of view, he is 
bound by his conscience to maintain his own. 1! may, perhaps, clear the way for 
4 ake 9g basis upon which to found whatever. discussion may arise on my 
remarks, by saying at once that I took immediate exception to a suggestion that 
I shuuld read to you a paper to you on “ Jewish Objections to Christianity. 
Jews do not object to Christianity at all. That they object to become Christians 
is quite a different thing altogether. Englishmen do not object to America. But 
we prefer to remain English subjects than to transfer our nationality to that of 
our friends on the other side of the Atlantic. Asa matter of fact, not only have 
Jews no olsjections to Christianity, but there is not a representative Jew, I 
will venture to say, who does not wish success and God-speed to every truly 
Christian effort, who does not thankfully and appreciatively recognise the 
gloriously powerful factor which Christianity has been and is in the uplifting 
of the world and who does not devoutly wish, as well as any Christian, that 
there were more response to Christian work, more loyalty to Christian 
teaching, more reality in Christian life and more sincerity in Christian pro- 
feasion. Indeed, the more an honest man loves his own creed and believes 
in bis own religion, the more surely must he rejoice as he sees that, through 
channels beyond his reach, though by teachings other than his own, men are 
being brought nearer to their Maker and nearer to their duty towards their 
fellows. If there is such a thing as a Satan in the world, it takes the form 
of prejudice and narrow-mindedness keeping apart, under the pretence of 
religion, those who should consider themselves bound by the strongest ties 
of neighbourly duty, historical relationship, and the common religion which 
transcends all creeds and which, compared with the denomination, is what 
the great light of the sun is to the must insignificant candle. 

It surprises me, very often, to find how scantily informed Christians are in 
reference to Jews and Judaism. Even clergymen and ministers, whose educa- 
tion and information ought to make such a thing an impossibility, evidence, at 
times. a want of common information respectiag ourselves and our creed which 
is well nigh incredible. The most learned and, otherwise, most celebrated 
divines occasionally utter from their pulpits sentiments concerning Jews which 
betray an ignorance of their own times for which, as Macaulay would put it, the 
schoolboy would blush. “The effete and worn-out laws of Moses, “The 
decayed Judaic principles,’ “ The obsolete religious system ~; these and such 
are the definitions of my religion with whick we meet day by day in the news- 
paper reports of the contemporary Christian puipit. Really. it is very strange, 
and, if it were not 80 serious, it would be even ridiculous. One would think 
that men were — about the ichthyosaurus or the woolly horse, and 
imagine that the proper place to look for Jews is the shelves of museums or the 
recesses of collections of bottled antiquities, 

Piease «io not let any ventleman here prégent tell me to-day that all Jews 
are not equally observant, that there are uiany who are notoriously «lisloyal to 
their ancestral faith. that there are numbers to whom the observances of orthodox 
Jucaism are not as dear as they areto me. That this is the case, no more alfects 
the vitality of Ji:iaism or the loyalty of the vreat body of Jews than does the 
fact that there are so many un-Christian men and women affect the reality of 
the profession and hopefulness of the work of the gentlemen | have the ;leasure 
of meeting here this afternoon. 

Nor can | quite understand the uneasingss of our Christian friends as tothe 
steadfastness of Jews to Judaism. Surely,they should not require to be told 
that in the principles of Judaism there lies the foundation of the relizion of the 
world, that Jucdaism itself is indisputably the source of Christian ethics. that it 
was the religion of Jesus of Nazareth, that it is the unalloyed presentment of 
divine revelation to the world of God's will in human conduct. If it tauvht 
anything mischievous or dangerous, if it loWered the standard of the conduct 
and character of its adherents, if it interfered with the national or patriotic or 
civic feeling and attitude of ite followers, then | could understand the uneasinexs 
with which Christian workers would revard the attachment to itof so many to-day. 
But it does nothing of the kind. The principles of Judaism are as pure to-day as 
they were originally, the personal and communal morality of its teaching is perfect. 
The conduct of the Jew in every walk of life is acontinual example of right living. 
No Christian worker ever had cause to view with apprehension the presence of 
Jews in the vicinity of hiswork. Peaceful, law-abiding, temperate, moral, home- 
loving, intellectual, God-fearing, charitable, thrifty and industrious! Ifa better 
example can be found in any parish in England, I should like to be told what 
more is required’ Ad-“ed to this, there is the fact that we.are a link with that 
part of the history of the past which interests and belongs to the world for ever. 
Added to it, still further, there is the indisputable truth that we have been, for 
nearly 2.000 years, the world’s exemplar of fervent faith, undying hope, stead. 
fastness to principle through good and evil repute and despite unparalleled 
suffering and persecution. It seems to me that, instead of wishing us to give 
up all that has made us the great people we are, it would better become Christian 
workers to bold us up as an example and to point us out in the sanctuary, even 
as did Jeremiah the Rechabites of old as men to be looked up to and respected, 
to be learned from and to be imitated, 

The most sacred associations of the Christian faith in all its forms, are the 
remembrances of the martyrdom of Jesus on Calvary. That is the great event 
around which circle all the most cherished traditions of Christianity. That is 
the one great fact which, ever since the first teaching of Paul. has been the 
foundation of Christian teaching, the example to which every Christian appeal 
is safely made which aims at religious steength and personal sacrifice. Let me 
ask you now, if you have founded a religion upon the martyrdom of one 
courageous Jew, what have you to say of the religion of a race of sufferers’ If 
you point to the hours of agony on meee, what do you expect us to think of 
the thousands of years of martyrdom’ If the endurance of Jesus created the 
cardinal principle of the religion you profess, can you fail to understand what 
we Jews feel towards the faith which has been preserved at so terrible a cost. 
the story of whose preservation is written in blood and tears as the greatest 
tragedy of human Goheoe ? If, after this marvellous survival. a Jew is 
willing to turn traitor to his ancestral faith, if he is ready to give up, for the 
smiles of a majority, that for which his forbears were content to be hounded 
and pelted through centuries: if what his fathers held to grimly through per-

Jews cannot accept Christianity, and I mention just a few of the more importa: 
Christian principles which are an impassable obstacle to our avreement an: 
unless you are less certain of your ground than I am of mine, it would be wor. 
than profitless to go further. 

We are content, why cannot you be the same? We give you, as you see 
the fullest respect for principles upon which we do not follow you. Is it : », 
much to ask of Christian teachers that they shall render us the same measy,. 
of tolerance’ That is all we ask for and all we ever shall require. It seems 
to me that the time is not ripe for the conversion of the Jews while s much 
unbelief and sin exist among professing Christians. If there is any 
missionary spirit to spare in the ranks of Christian workers, a tore 
legitimate field for its operations is the fearful condition of religiv: 
in this country and, especially, in the great cities. I should have 
thought that Christian workers had enough to do to cope with the 
ignorance and the vice, the drink and degradation and the utter atheism of so 
many thousands around them, without troubling, for the present, abou 
the conversion of such a body as the Jews, ‘To try and stem the terrible tide of 
depravity, to endeavour to fieht the demon of driok that is sapping the vitalit 
and undermining the stability of this great nation, to endeavour to bring mor 
belief into men s minds, and,more hope into men’s hearts, this seems to me to 
be a first charge upon Christian effort, and comes before the conversion of the 
Jews. And when all this has been achieved, and it is the common interest of us 
all, then you can come to us and speak to us again, though even then you will 
have to account for the points of difference which separate the churches, th 
chapels, and the meeting houses, and explain away the acrimony and the hatred 
which, existing as they do to so lange an extent amony the different sect: ns of

Nothing else happened to the anti-Semites than their bein. called to order 
and that not very severely, by the President. The Deputies supported thy. 
interpellation, partly on political grounds, partly also. os the official shorthand 
reports testify, in order that they might vociferously applaud the villainon« 
calumnies against the Jews that fell from the mouths of the interpellants 
Fresh and welcome material was added, through this scene, to the hostile a ‘ita- 
tion of which the Jews are the ob}: cts. On the Iith inst. as have already 
oforn ed vou, the editors of the two most wid: ly circulated anti-s« rr itic papers 
the Lr wis he Volksblatt and the Deutsche vA ‘lung, Were convicted on a count of 
articles published in their columns with regard to the Polna murder. Op the 
followinu day the Vol/sblatt published a violent article against the Jews who 
were accused of having induced the Government to gag the anti-Semitic press 
The same issue contained a report on the present judicial! phases of the 
question, which would alone have sufficed to send the writer to prison 
for two months if the political situation in Austria had been 
diferent to what it is. But this did not satisfy the wire-pullers of the 
anti+lewist avitation. On the same day, the anti-Semitic Deputies Schlesinger 
Schneider, Gregorig, etc., addressed to the Minister of Justice an interpellation. 
which. in a most scandalous manner. criticised thr action taken bv the Crown 
Prosecutor at the trial of the two newspapers. This funct: Mary Was accused 
of having been bribed by the Jews, of having acted as a partisan and of having 
employed forgeries to strengthen his case. The interpellation could scarcely: 
have been answered, But this was not the object of the interpellants. All 
that they wanted was to provoke a Parliamentary scanilal: to brine odious 
charges agains! the Bench and the Crown Prosecutor, and to spread these 
allegations through the Press, without its being possible for the (Government to 
confiscate the issues containing these céaluninies » for thereby the impression 
would have been caused that the anti-Semites dare not do and say what they 
please, They fully attained their object, and, in addition, found an opportinit, 
to rake up the agitation. 

[n reality, the anti-Semites are doing more than is necessary. In view of 
the approach of Cliristmas they have let loose a boiindless agitation against the 
Jews. Almost. daily in several districts of Vienna, larvely attended women's 
metings are held which are addres-ed by the anti-Jewish leaders, such ax Dr. 
Lueger. Prince Lichtenstein, Dr. Pattai, Schneider, “c.. who talk about the 
campaign agaiast the Jews, the Polna murder and alleged fresh cases of ‘ritual 
murder, and especially seek to extract pledges from the women that they will 
vot boy anything from Jews for Christmas. Tne boycotting of an entire class. 
even of a few tradesmea, is not aHhowed in Austria: but here the law is defied. 
Among the means employed to attain the desire end is that of making 
women helieve that in front of all large Jewish business-places, men 
are stationed who photograph the purchasers. As a matter of fact these 
manwavres have a damaging effect on the prosperity, of Jewish 
tradesmen: and it must be added that these practices are not 
confined to Vienna, for they prevail also in Bohemia, Moravia and Galicia. 
A Jewish historical philosopher. will, sooner or later, have to admit with regret 
notonly thatthe Jews did notbing to check these proceedings, |/ut that there were 
actually seasons in anti-Semitism. In usum horum philosophorum I affirm that 
tere are two principal periods of anti-Semitic acti : @spripg season (about 
Passover time), extending sometimes over the summer and autumn ; and a winter 
season, the boycott season of Christmas, which occasionally lasts over the 
Winter 

The second anti-Semitic sensation of the last few days has been the reply 
of the doctors attached to the Tribunal at Polna to the brochure of Professor 
Masaryk. It ts sigaificant of the attitude of these two lights of medical science 
that tney should have answered Masaryk not in a pamphlet or in a medical 

urnal, but in the columns of the Deutsche Volkebiatt. The bare mention of 
this fact suffices to indicate the character of the reply. The Deutsche oli shiatt, 
which bad issued an edition of 100,000 copies, was obliged to publish another 
edition in the course of the same day. Even. this edition has, it is ssid, been 
eatirely sold out. It should not be forgotten that reprints 1n numerous Czech 
and Polish papers are not taken into account in these figures. ‘This will show 
hoW important and extensive is the anti-Semitic movement in Austria 

In political circles there is talk of an early dissolution of Parhament. 
Should the report be confirmed, and the new elections immediatly follow, the 
Jews will have cause to tremble for their property, and, in many places. even 
their lives.

or the widows and orphans of the rioters who had been killed. The Minister 
of Jus'ice promised that the fullest consideration should be given to these 
demands. [tis interesting to notice that the plundering and ill-treatment of 
Jews ure henceforth, apparently, to be regarded not as ordinary crimes, but as 
Politica] offences. W.

AUSTRALIA. 


To perpetuate the memory of the late Mr. E. L. Zox, M.L.A.. a collection is 
now being made in Melbourne to erect a cottage on the vroaunds reserved for the 
Old Colonists’ Homes. The movement was initiated at the instance of the 
Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association (of which Mr Zox was 
President), at a meeting held at the Town Hall. at which several prominent 
citizens spoke.

Remarkable Matrimonial Case« 


A communication was received by the Board soliciting its active interest 
in the case of a Jewish family, which it was claimed had |een unalile to obtain 
the title deeds of property purchased by the father. It appeared from 
the son's version that his father and mother had been married 35 year 
avo ina Polish town, The marriage was duly solemnised according to Jewish 
law, but its celebration had not been notified to the loca! marriage-registrar 
Eventually the couple settled in England, and there were several childrea of the 
marriage. During the lifetime of the father, he acquired certain landed properts 
in Leeda, After his death, his eldest son desired to realise the property, but the 
solicitors had refused to han over the title deeds on the ground that as the 
marriage had not been registered by the civil authorities in Poland. it wax 
illegal and the issue of the union illegitimate. 


The SeticrroR and S&cReE TAR) said that he had enquired of the Russian 
Consul whether 1t was a fact that the marriage, which had been regui'arly 
solemnised in aceordance with Jewish Law (but not registered by the 
Civil Anthorities), was considered illegal by the Russian Law. and 
the Consul had expressed the opinion that such A marrnave Was per 
fectly legal. He had communicated that opinion to the Leeda <olicitor who 
held the title deeds of the property, but they still refused to part with the 
iocuments until they were legally assured as to the legit immacy of the cla: ints 
to the deeds.

The Sulten and Political Zionism. 

In one point the Sultan evidently agrees with the Zionists. For he also is 
decidedly against an infiltration of Jews to Palestine. 

Despatches from Constantinople again and again call the attention of the 
local authorities to the p-ohibition of Jewish immiyration to Palestine, and 
instruct the Governors to be watchful of the so-called Zionist agitation, which 
they must r-ward asa political one. At the same time, the foreign ambassadors 
in Constantinople were requested not to press their protests against the rules 
concerning Jews with reference to Palestine. in view of an agitation which is 
apt to create political complications. 


A New Market for the Products trom the "Jewish Colonies. 

The “Carmel Company, of Warsaw. encouraged by the good results 
achieved in the sale of Palestine wine and cownac in Russia, has so increased 
the number of its shares as to be able to open magazines for the sale of Pales 
tine products in the principal towns of the United States of America.

Would they, like other European settlers, suffer from the climate: and if s

healthy and strong look. The other question was whether the Jewish settlers 
would degenerate like the Levantines, or keep ip their stamina: would thes 
maintain their civilisation, or fall to the level of the Arabs’ That questi 
might be partially answered by the fact that he had come across Jews who had 
become almost assimilated with the Arabs. 

The remaining }> rtion of the lecture had no spect il interest for Jews. but 
among a numder of capital photographs shown on the screen wer: photographs 
of the colonies Yessod Hamaloh, Zichron Jacob and Rosh Pina. and the summit 
of Mount Hor with the Tomb of Aaron. Of Zichron Jacob, we were shown a 
busy strect scene, when the cvrapes wete brought in, and the interior of the wine 
factory with its large vats. In his running comments, the lecturer mentioned 
that the Jews excelled in delicacy of workmanship, and he ex pressed rewret that 
the territories now occupied by colonies had been rechristened with Jewish 
names. Naturally the Jews looked forward to the time when Palestine 
would again. ba thew own: but it was inconvenient for travellers 
to have to bear two names in mind. Concerning Mount Hor, he mentioned tha: 
the photograph shown had been the first ever taken, and that he had bad no 
ditheulty in gaining admission to Aaron's tomb. Sometimes this privilege coul 
only be secured at an outlay, varying from £80 to £200, but thanks to the permit 
with which he was armed. he was able to penetrate into the interior at the cost 
only of a goat. He was told that Aaron was a man of violent temper, and to 
propitiate him it would be desirable to sacrifice a goat Lo him
